HUN CHANCELLOR WAS 
CAUSE OF WORLD WAR. 


VON TIRPITZ CHARGES BETH- 
MANN-HOLLWEG PREVENTED 
PEACE ADJUSTMENT. 


BERLIN, July 14 (via Copen- 
hagen, July 16.)—Advance sheets 
of Admiral Von Tirpitzs book, 


which is almost ready for distribu- 
tion, disclose the father of unre- 
stricted submarine warfare and 
Place almost the entire responsibil- 
ity for the war on the shoulders cf 
Count von Bethmann-Holiweg. 
The former Chancellor, the ad- 
miral charges, Kept the Austrian- 
Serb crisis in his own hands, delib- 
erately preventing diplomatic fecon- 
ciliation, and forced the Austrian 
invasion of Serbic to make the in- 
dictment complete. tle also charges 
Count von Bethmann Hollweg with 
responsibility for the hasty declara- 
tions of war against. France and 
Russia. 

After his recent proposal that he 
be accepted as a subetitute for the 
former Kaiser by the Allies, Count 
von Bethmann-Holiweg has denie? 
himself to interviewers, but it is be- 
lieved he now will have something 
to say as soon as a copy of Von Tir- 
pitz’s “Outbreak of the War is 
available. 

Even the introducticn is interest - 
ing, as for instance: 


FEARED BRITISH. 


“We could not count on a com- 
plete victory, on overpowering Ens 
land from the outset, but I could ex 
press conviction that bur naval pow- 
er was strong enough to bring such 
pressure on Eugland that we 

ould make peace which woul 
make up the heavy losses after the 
War.“ 

Admiral Von Tirpita expresses 
himself as not at all to blame for 
the war. and incidentally he dees 
as much for the former Kaiser, al- 
though he does not paint William 
Hohenzollern in a flattering light. 
But this is due to his charge that 
the war was a sort of individual en- 
terprise of Von Bethmann-Hol!ll- 
wees. Aecording to the account. 
the former Chancellor kevt the for- 
mer Emperor, the Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff, the Chief of the Admiral 
ty, the Prussian War Minister and 
the admiral himself oway from Ber- 
lin so he could play the game single- 
handed in the crisis of July. 

The admiral says that as early 
as July 11 it was known in Berlin 
the Entente had advised Belgrade to 
give way, but Count von Bethmann- 
Hollweg insisted that the encourar- 
ing of a peaceful settlement meant 
the Entente did not want war and 
that Germany was free to play fast 
and loose without worrying about 
the Entente if forced to an invasion 
of Serbia. 

ULTIMATUM PEPPERY. 

The Austrian ultimatum to Ser- 
bia, according to Von T’rpitz, was 
so peppery that Serbia could not 
swallow it and the essentials of the 
note were known to Count von Beth- 
mann-Holiweg on July 18, before it 
was sent to Belgrade. Von Tirpitz's 
Arat impression, he vays, was that 
this ultimatum was unacceptable to 
Serbia and would bring on a world 
war. He offered to return to Berlin 
from his vacation immediately, but 
Count von Bethmann-Hollweg said 
not to do so because it would cause 
alarm. But he did express his fear« 


to Prince Heinrich, the former 
Kaiser's brother. 
“Count von Bethmann-Hollweg 


considered it diplomatic to sharpen 
up Austria while apvearing in the 
eyes of Europe as a man who knew 
nothing. This duplicity not only was 
improper, but dangerous. Count von 
Bethman-Hollweg assumed Vienn» 
would not give way and Europe 
would not notice it was he who 
pounded on the table with the Aus- 
trian fist.” 

Speaking of the last days of peace 
Von Tirpits says: 

NEUTRAL ENGLAND. 

“On July _29. Prince Heinrich 
came from England to Potsdam 
with word from George V that Eng 
land would remain neutral in the 
war. I questioned this, whereupon 
the Kaiser returned: ‘It is the word 
of a king. That satisfies me.’ 

“The confusion that swept Eu- 
rope and prevented a view of the 
whole situation seemed to clear un 
on July 30. England consented to 
one of the Kaiser's proposals for 
an adjustment of the difference< 
which Vienna also accepted. There 
was a clear understanding between 
us and London—so I learned from 
a note of the Kaiser—which let me 
breathe again. But already the For- 
eign Office had viewed the war a* 
unavoidable and Von Jagow had 
asked if we were ready to attack the 
fleet.“ 

So far as known now the on 
other official Von Tirpitz arraign«< 
for this war-making politics with 
Count von Bethmann-Hollweg  i« 
Count Berchtold. who then was in 
charge of the foreign affairs of Aus- 
tria-Huneary. 


GERMANY IS SEEKING 
TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 


CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS 
LONDON, July 17.—-The German 
government is believed to be trying 
to establish trade relations with 
soviet Russia and a German mission 
has visited Russia or is about to do 
so, Cecil B. Harmsworth, Under- 
of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs. told the House of Commons 
today. 
Mr. Harmsworth said he had no 
exact information on the matter, but 


stated: 

“I believe it to be the case that 
the German government is endeav- 
oring to enter into trade relations 
with soviet Russia and that a Ger- 
man industria] and commercial mis- 
sion has visited or is about to visit 
soviet Russia.

UNIONS GET ULTIMATUM.

CHICAGO, July 17.—Uniless the 


20,000 carpenters, architectural iron 
workers, lathers and bridge and 
structural iron workers, who are at 
present on a strike return to work 
tomorrow and agree to obey the pro- 
visions of their wage contracts with 
employers, building operations in 
Chicago will be halted indefinitely 
and more than 100,000 men will be 
idle. 

This method of dealing with the 
bullding strike situation was decided 
upon today by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Building Construction 
Employers’ Association of Chicago. 
Officials of the association charge 
that the different unions involved 
refused to be bound by joint trade 
agreements covering the question of 
wages and hours and that as a re- 
sult of the frequent walkouts con- 
tractors have eustained heavy finan- 
cial losses. 

. BOSTON CARS TIED UP. 

BOSTON, July 17.—Car service on 
the street, subway and elevated lines 
here and in twelve adjacent cities and 
towns was tied up today by a strike 
of 8009 union employees of the Bos- 
ton elevated railway system. 

Thousands of workers walked from 
suburban homes, while extra “shut- 
tle’ trains and added coaches on the 
regular trains on the Boston and 
Maine, Boston and Albany, and New 
York, New Haven and Hartford ran 
rouds were brought into service. 
Commercial and industrial concerns 
were handicapped by depleted forces 
as thousands of employees wera 
forced to remain away during the 
early hours for lack of transporta- 
tion. 

The etrike was called as a pro- 
test against alleged delay on the part 
of the War Labor Board in announc- 
ing an award in the wage dispute 
between the company and the car- 


men. 

The strikers demand an eight-hour 
day and a wage of 73% cents an 
hour,

NEW YORK, July 17.—With the 
resumption today of negotiations 
between representatives of the 
United States Shipping Board, ship 
owners and striking seamen, hope 
was held out in all quarters for an 
early settlement of the marine 
strike, which has disrupted shipping 
along the Atlantic and Gulf coasts 
for several days. Gus R. Brown,

“The trouble was,” said a high 
ranking officer of the police serv- 
ice “that the military police did 
not understand they were supposed 
to be friends and were not to 
brutalize our troops. When the new 
regime took over the work this 
Spring we investigated every re- 
ported brutality coming to our at- 
tention and promptly eradicated it.“ 

It is admitted the Paris military 
police was cleaned up in fine style 
by Cols. Nolan and Battle, but 
the military authorities here see in.

vember, December and January last. 
The Roquette prison, under the 
supervision of the Provost Marshal, 
was bad, but Chelles farm, eighteen 
miles north of Paris, under the 
supervision of Brig.-Gen. Hartz, was 
infinitely worse. 

AT CHELLES FARM. 


The writer knows something about 
Chelles farm last winter from a 
direct report. During that time he 
was the commanding officer. of an 
American air squadron. Three of 
his men, a sergeant and two pri- 
vates, on their way to St. Malo leave 
area were picked up in Paris over- 
staying their pass by two hours. 
They were sent to Chelles without 
a trial and held there during the 
entire period of leave. Then they 
were sent back to their squadron 
four days overdue. 

They were forced to sleep on cob- 
blestones without sufficient coverint. 
Some men had no biankete and this 
in the month of December. They 
were given insufficient food and 
forced to work excessive hours. 
While they were not directly at- 
tacked they saw many men knocked 
down and clubbed. 


terrible during all of 1918 and the 


The officer in command of the 
farm was Lieut. “Hard Boiled” Amith, 


who now is in confinement at Gievres 
for his brutality. 


“ARE YOU HARD BOILED?” 


The sergeant said the guards would 
handle the men here thus 

“You're hard boiled, aren't you?“ 
If a man answered “Yes,” they'd 
strike him down saying, “This will 
take it out of vou.“ 

If he answered, “No,” the guards 
used their fists with this line of talk: 
“This will make you hard boiled.” 

One man confined there, who was 
beaten and kicked and deprived of 
his money, demanded a return of 
his mother’s picture. This was re- 
fused. He said: 

“It this is what I get from 
American soldiers and officers I 
might just as well kill myself.” 

He was told to “go ahead.” 

That night he cut his throat. 


EAT REFUSE. 


My sergean®told me on his return 
that American soldiers detailed into 
town from the farm often would 
pick up bread and other food out 
of the refuse cans and eat it be- 
cause they were half starved. The 
sergeant was unable to do any worx 
for weeks after his return because 
of aggravated rheumatism caused by 
sleeping with the one blanket on the 
cobblestones. 

The writer told the story of hie 
men to the commanding officer of the 
post at which he was stationed. We 
prepared affidavits, but they weren't 
forwarded for we learned Lieut. 
Smith already had been brought to 
book and was then awaiting trial in 
the courts-martial. He was tried at 
St. Aignan. We are unable to learn 
the extent of his sentence or whether 
he is awaiting sentence or approval 
of sentence. 

But as the major at the Paris 
Provost Marshal's office told me to- 
day, Lieut.

HOPKINS PROFESSOR / 
FOR INTERVENTION. 


LATIN-AMERICA AUTHORITY 
SEES NO OTHER COURSE AS 
REGARDS MEXICO, 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) \ 

BALTIMORE, July 17. — Dr. 
James Morton Callahan, professor 
of diplomatic history at Johns Hop- 
kins University and an authority on 
status of Latin-American republics, 
says he can see no other satisfactory 
solution of the Mexican problem 
than armed intervention by the 
United States. In recent lectures 
at the university Dr. Callahan has 
advocated intervention and the hold- 
ing of Mexico to ransom for the 
losses and expense she has caused 
Americans. 

“One reason why the United 
States should not only intervene, 
but. establish permanent and par- 
amount ascendancy in Mexico City,” 
said Dr. Callahan, “is the absolute 
necessity for the control of the 
Mexican oi] fields by this govern- 
ment. With other nations seeking 
to acquire the world's output of oil, 
it would be fatal to this nation to 
engage in any future war without 
making certain of this all-important 
source of supply. 

“Another most vital acquisition 
must be that section of Mexican ter- 
ritory which joins Lower California. 
This must be permanently annexed, 
not only because of igs strategic val-. 
ue to Japan or any’ nation seeking 
to attack the United States along 
the Pacific seaboard, but because the 
Rio Grande does not furnish a suffi- 
clently stable boundary. What 
might result were this large section 
of Mexican territory left in the hands 
of Carranza is partly illustrated in 
the excitement caused by the lease 
of much of this land to a Japanese 
firm and the turmoil which: ensued

Callahan, “that this country cannot | 
invoke the Monroe doctrine to re- 


strain European governments from 
protecting their citizens in Mexico 
unless, in such grievous cases of 
outrage and injustice as have al- 
ready occurred, it is prepared to act 
for them.” 

He points out that after more 
than two years’ effort Carranza has 
made but tardy progress in pacify- 
ing the country; indeed, the control 
of bandits in some parts of the land 
is greater for mischief than ever. 
Until by force of arms a stable and 
firm government is established in 
Mexico no relief from the intoler- 
able conditions which new obtain 
is to be expected, he says. 


Dr. Callahan believes President 


Wilson made a mistake in not recog- 
nizing Huerta some years ago, but 
approves the President's course in 
not declaring war on Carranza in 
obedience to German plans and 
hopes. Now, however, the situation 
is different, he says. Possibly the 
greatest restraint upon the Presi- 
dent's mind, and a compelling fac- 
tor, is the fear of alienating the re- 
publics of South America, who 
would read in Mexico's fate possi- 
bly their own ultimate destiny.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Muni- 
cipal ownership of street railways 
as the best and quickest way to 
convince the public that it is im- 
practicable and undesirable, was 
advocated today Lefore the Federal 
Electric Railways Commission, by 
Mortimer E. Cooley, dean of the col- 
lege of engineering of the Univer- 

sity of Michigan.

Dr. Cooley said he believed it was 


impossible to educate the people to 
the needs of the street railways in 
time to relleve the present stringency 
of high costs and low returns of 
which they are complaining. Edu- 
cation, Dr. Cooley, said would re- 
quire a generation. 

“Then we've got to find some other 
solution?“ asked Commissioner 
Sweet, the Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce. 

“Yes, and you've got to do it 
now,” Dr. Cooley replied. “I recom- 
mend that street railways be given 
the right to charge fares that would 
permit them to meet their operating 
expenses, keep up their service and 
maintain their properties intact.“ 

He indicated that the present 
fares should be at least 50 per cent. 
higher, and even this, he declared, 
would be only a palliative. He sug- 
gested removal of some of the taxes 
now borne by street railways and 
exemption from the obligation to 
maintain the street paving between 
the car tracks. * 


Because public utilities have out- 


grown municipal boundaries, mu- 


nicipal ownership of them practical- | 


ly is a dead issue, the commission 
was told today by William J. Clark, 
one of the pioneer street railway 
builders of the country. Mr. Clark 
said jealousy between towns an 
rural communities would not perm 
a big municipality to own an elec- 
tric railway serving them all.

BAKER LOCATED HERE. 


SIXTEEN YEARS. 


Alleged. Fenda on 
Old Murder Charge.

Horace P. Witt, alias George 
Baker, 50 years old and until re- 
cently a resident of this city, was 
arrested yesterday in the Kelly 
mine, near Bakersfield by 


county, charged with | the mur- 
der of Emery Flowers of Mur- 
phy, N. C., sixteen years ago. 
He is being held in the County 
Jail at Bakersfield on an indict- 
ment returned by a North Caro- 
lina grand jury in 1903, and 
sent from this city to Bakers- 
field. The prisoner refused to 
make any statement. He made 


no resistance when arrested. 

A feud between two groups of 
mountaineers, one living in Tennes- 
see and the other in North Carolina, 
according to the police, resulted in 
the killing and in the Tight of Witt, 
under the alias of George Baker, 
and another man, known only by 
the name of Roberts. Witt, for 
whom the police of every State in 
the country have been searching, 
came to this city and lived here un- 
der the name of Baker. Roberts. 
was traced from one State to an- 
other, but just as he was about to 
be arrested ten year ago he died. 
The authorities of North Carolina 
gave up all hope of ever locating 
Witt when information was received 
by them that he had perished in 
the mountains of Arizona. 


While in igating a burglary 
case about three weeks ago, Police 
Detective W. E. Mann of the Uni- 
versity district first came upon a 
clew to the famous killing. After 
an investigation lasting several 
weeks he learned, he says, that 
George Baker was really Horace P. 
Witt, wanted for murder. The local 
police telegraphed to Sheriff P. C. 
Gentry at Murphy, N. C., for a cer- 
tified copy of the grand jury indict- 
ment and informing him that Witt 
was in this city. 
reply was received asking that Witt. 
be arrested at once, the suspect had 
left the city. A week later he was 
heard from at the Kelly mine, about 
nine miles from Bakersfield. Sheriff 
Newell was notifed and Witt was 
arrested by him yesterday while at 
work in the mine. 

Captain of Detectives Charles 
Moffitt, who directed the search 
which resulted in Witt being arrest- 
ed yesterday, says that the slaying 
took place in Murphy, near the 
home of Emery Flowers, and that 
although a number of shots were 
exchanged, the slayers escaped 
without injury. Sheriff Gentry wrote 
that Roberts and Witt crossed the 
State line from Tennessee into 
North Carolina at Coker, Tenn., and. 
armed with rifles. went to the home 
of Flowers. Before he was aware 
of the presence of the enemy Flow- 
ers was shot to death and the two 
slayers fled through a hail of lead 
from friends and relatives of the 
dead man. Both eluded pursuit 
and got away to the West, where 
Roberts died six years later. Proof 
of his death was secured by Sheriff 
Gentry. 

Within a month of the shooting 
both Witt and Roberts were indicted 
by the grand jury and warrants 
charging them with murder sworn 
out. Bvery police department and 
Sheriff in the United States was not!- 
fied to arrest them. The man sup- 
posed to be Witt was located here 
and the police were about to place 
him under arrest when a wire from 
Sheriff Gentry stating that no wit- 
nesses to the shooting could now be 


found, delayed action. Abo two 
weeks ago a second telegra from 
Sheriff Gentry notified Capt. Moffitt 


to arrest Witt, as witnesses had been 
located. A copy to the grand jury 
indictment was also wired to this 
city.

Mrs. Mary M. Bowman, widely 


known as a historian, newspaper 
writer and club woman, passed 
away at the home of her niece, Mrs.

They complied cheerfully and 
promptly with each and every de- 
mand made upon them dy their 
country during the late world war; 
were among the first to go over the 
top in the calls for suoscriptions to 
each Liberty Bond issue. 

No city of its size in the State of

tory Loan, $136,900; a total of 
$879,650 in loan subscriptions. The 
record in the War Savings 
Stamp campaign was $55,000. 

Fifteen hundred scouts served 
during the year as Red Cross mes- 
sengers and as many assisted in the 
War Work Drive. 

The city’s scouta, the report 
showed, gathered during the year

Fighting Scholar was Hero of 


- Verdun Defense. 


New Mechanical Engineering 
Instructors Named. 


Capt. Paul Perigord of the French 
army, who spoke in Pasadena in 
May, 1918, as representative of the 
French high commission, was yes- 
terday appointed a member of the 
Throop College factulty. The com- 
ing of Capt. Perigord to Throop, 
where he will teach courses in 
French, economics and Buropean 
history, came about through the 
warm friendship which sprang up 
between him and President Scherer 
on the tour of the country which 
they made together under the gen- 
eral auspices of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense last year. 

Capt. Perigord’s story, as he told 
it in Pasadena and elsewhere on his 
tour, was a thrilling one. He ap- 
peared at that time in his uniform 
of an officer of the French army, 
wearing the Croix de Guerre con- 
ferred upon him by Marshal Joffre 
for conspicuous personal bravery, 
the additional decoration of five stars 
which were conferred for additional 
heroism and three bars indicating 


that he was three times wounded in 


battle, 


Capt. Perigord, then Lieut. Pert“ 


gord, brought to America a special 
message of friendship and apprecia- 
tion from the French government. 
He told incidentally the story of how 
A stu- 
dent at Harvard University. where 
he was completing his thesis for the 
doctor’s degree when war broke out 
in 1914, he immediately sailed for 
France and enlisted as a private in 
the army of his native country. He 
was engaged in some of the hardest 
fighting at Verdun.

Columbia University Chief 
Exposes Bolshevism, 


Noted Educator's Guest at the 
California Club. 


Doctrine of Class Lashed as 


Most un-American. 


A keen analysis 
its utterly ruinous effects on Russia, 
and a condemnation of its doctrine 
of internationalism, which means 
the destruction of national progress 
and patriotism, was made dy 
Nicholas Murray Butler, president 
of Columbia University, New York, 
at a luncheon given in his honor yes- 
terday by Dr. E. A. Bryant, at the 
California Club. 

“Destruction is the inevitable 
end of any nation which regards it- 
self as subject to no higher moral law 
and as serving no higher political or 
social ideal,.“ declared the noted ed- 
ucator. “It must attempt to dom- 
inate the world, and it will either 
dominate the world or go down in 
ruin before the free peoples that 
refuse to be dominated, 

“On the other hand, is the notion 
of a nation as a great enterprise in 
human endeavor, a nation as the 
bearer of a great tradition, as the 
inspirer of a great hope, as one of 
the facets that reflect human aspi- 
rations and human life in one of the 
many ways in which these offer 
themselves. 

“America was made in response 
to a perfectly definite and clearly- 
conceived ideal of government and 
of life. Our ancestors came to 
an inhospitable and unknown con- 
tinent in order to te permitted to 
make an experiment in peace, in 
order and safety. They set out to 

ove and realize in practice the 
noblest and finest idea] that has 
ever taken possession of the human 
imagimation. 

“A false idea of internationalism 
has recently been launched that 
would teach us that there are per- 
manent classes among men. That 
is the* most unpatriotic, undemo- 
cratic and un-American teaching 
that has ever been offered modern 
man. True internationalism mean 
the co-operation of the strong, self- 
conscious, liberty-loving, responsible 
nations. False internationalism

He is, indeed, a champion of but two 
battles—the one he went in on and the one 
they carried him out from. That is his 
record, accompanied by four years of finan- 


cial prosperity. The sports of the country 


paid him $100,000 to disappear and inci- 
dentally put up half a million dollars to 
Complete the greatest bit of graft the pu- 
gilistic game has ever known. The pro- 
moters of the Toledo affair cleaned up 
geveral hundred thousand dollars for a few 
weeks of effort. They recefved advertis- 
img and publicity that would cost a legitt- 
mate business a million dollars, and they 
gave a two-bit entertainment for which 
they collected about $20 a head. No man 
would sit through his wife’s funeral under 
the uncomfortable conditions which pre- 
valled at the Toledo arena on that blistering 
Pourth, and yet twenty thousand persons 
were required to pay heavily for the privi- 
legs of being present and made to believe 
they like it. This was one of the “enter 
tainments” where the government should 
have been in position to take over 50 per 
cent of the receipts, as is done in the case 
of certain incomes.

Mr. and Mrs. Average Person 
sigh for the “good old days” when bread 
sold two loaves for 15 cents, butter for 30 
cents, eggs $2 cents a dozen or less, sugar 
twenty pounds for $1, and when they could 


get good round steak for 12% cents a 


pound. 
Every once in a while somebody makes 
a move in Los Angeles toward fighting the 


high-pricers and profiteers. A Housewives’. 
League, or something of that sort, is start- 


ed, a few meetings are held and then the 
league dies, but the prices stay at the same 
height as before it was born. Anybody with 
a real gcheme to enable the people to save 
money on food will be hailed as a bene 
Perhaps Mayor Snyder can do 
something. Mayor Woodman .made an 
effort and failed; his successor may, if he 
tries, have better luck, Let's hope 80. 


ILITIES OF EDUCATION. 

Germany is today a frightful example 
of the results that can be attained by a de- 
liberate and systematic corruption of the 
minds of a people through education and 
training. Fifty years ago the people of Ger- 
many were a conscientious, God-fearing na- 
tion, given to sober domestic virtues, with 
a tendency toward sentimentality and a 
sincere love for der Vaterland,“ for music, 
art, literature—and beer. In the year 1864 
it was truthfully said “the prominent fea- 
tures of the German character are honesty, 
faithfulness, valor, thoughtfulness, perse- 
verance and industry.” Then the German 
nation was giving the world philosophers, 
scientists, musicians and artists. 

Today, according to thoughtful students, 
the German mind has lost its sense of 
right and wrong; its conscience has become 
so perverted that it ceases to function out- 
aide of its Germanic interest. The German 
nation has ceased to worship the God of 
Martin Luther—the Christian God whom 
their state religion nominally recognizes. 
They serve a “Gott” who is a creation of 
the German imperialists—and who was sub- 
ordinate to the “All-Highest.” 

This transformation of the entire charac- 
ter of a nation was brought about within 


two generations through a comprehensive 


system of education according to the stand- 
ards directed and desired by German rul- 
ers. From the kindergarten to the univer- 


sity the children of Germany were taught 


the first duty of a German was to be a Ger- 
man—to put his nation and its welfare be- 
fore his) God or humanity. The ties of 
blood, honor, Mghteousness were subordi- 
nated to his nationalism. He was taught 


| that crime was u virtue if it advanced the 


ambitions of Germany; he was consistently 
and persistently trained into the belief that 
Germany was the rightful master-nation 
and his main duty in life was to help put 
her in her destined place. From babyhood 
to manhood he was under the direct tute- 
lage of a government that directed every 
step, every thought. 

Not only the schools and universities, but 
the church, the army, the press and the lit- 
erature of the country were under the same 
pressure and helped to form the German 
mind into a fitting instrument for carrying 


Out the premeditated plans for world mas- 


tery; a paternalistic government, control- 
ling, to a large degree, the destinies of its 
people; a military policy that involved prac- 
tically every male born under the German 
flag, and a p of “kultur” which im- 
pressed itself upon every individual mind 
of the nation-—these were the means which 
radically transformed the German people 
and prepared them to carry out the pro- 
gramme of frightfulness that so nearly par- 


_ alyzed the civilized world. 


Yet this experiment of the German ruling 
forces has demonstrated a tremendous 
truth—it has given the world an example 


which is almost a revelation of the power 


that may be exercised over human minds 
by systematic training in a given direc- 
tion, It has demonstrated that other nations 
can also train their citizens to a true na- 
tionalism — and internationalism —if they 
will pursue that object as definitely and di- 
rectly as did the German governing body. 


For it is true that the mind can be uplifted 


and expanded by education as surely as it 
can be corrupted and narrowed. It can be 
cultivated in the direction of right think- 
ing and of right ends as well as toward 
false principles and mistaken ends. 
Germany, beaten, prostrate, writhing in 
its own sullen hatred, is also the proof, 
once again, of the fact that truth always 
prevails; that no efficiency based upon 
lies can ultimately overcome the right 


thing. Today Germany is the most blast- 


ing object lesson humanity has ever wit- 
nessed of that great dictum: “The wages 
of sin is death.” 

It remains to be seen whether the na- 
tions of earth will learn the lesson for 
which they have paid so appallingly in 
blood and suffering and devastation. Shall 


we, the American people, who are our own 


rulers, take into our consciousness the 
truth that we hold in our own hands the 
power to make our nation of the future 
what we will? Do we realize that within 
two generations we might—not transform 
the character of our nation--it does not 
need transformation, thank God, but com- 
plete it? We have the machinery—the 
schools, universities, the press and the lit- 
erature. If all these forces were directed 
purposefully to educating our people toward 
a representative government, not only 
founded upon and professing the principles 
of justice for all men, but living up to those 
principles and carrying them out in every 
department of human life, then we should 
become the example toward which a turbu- 
lent and distressed world, torn between the 
remnants of autocratic dynasties and the 
seething chaos of unformed democracies, 


might turn for hope. Then we should pre- 


sent a living demonstration of the highest 


ideals ever yet set for the human race and 


be In truth as well as in theory a govern- 


ment of the people, for the people and by 


the people.

Prunes are Prune«. 

The California Prune and Apricot 
Growers, Inc.. the growers co- 
operative nonprofit organization 
composed of 7000 farmers, said to 
control 75 per cent. of the prune 
acreage of the State, yesterday an- 
nounced prices for the 1919 crop. 
These are based on a bulk basis 
Price to growers of 13.56 cents per 
pound. According to the per-

— Watterson's character and per- 
sonality in The Cincinnati Commer- 
clal-Tribune, on which newspaper 
Mr. Emerson is now an editorial 
writer, “Mr. Watterson was at once 
an inspiration and an intimidation. 
The latter was not his fault, but 
largely the effect of the mantle of 
greatness which he wore all uncon- 
sciously. One of his former boys, 
M. B. Morton, for many years now 
managing editor of The Nashville 
Banner, gave a true diagnosis of the 
general staff attitude toward Mr. 
Watterson in the office when he de- 
clared: 

Although Marse Henry is and 
always has been one of the most 
lovable of men—a man with the 
milk of human kindnegs permeating 
every fiber of his being—I was al- 
ways afraid of him. He was the 
only man under whom I ever worked 
of whom I was afraid. Just why I 
do not know, for I have worked for 
some much more dangerous men 
then he. But I believe all his boys 
who had any sense were afraid of 
him. I know they used to keep pret- 
ty scarce when he dropped in about 
11 o'clock at night and began to 
chase around the office.’ 

ALL AFRAID OF HIM. 

“There may have been exceptions, 
and it may have become different 
in the later years, but in the old days 
that was exactly the office staff atti- 
tude toward Marse Henry. Every 
man or boy having the privilege of 
calling himself one or Marse Henry’s 
boys would cheerfully and unafraid 
have gone into any presence to 
which Marse Henry, through the 
managing editor or the city editor, 


] assigned him, but not a mother’s 


son of them could have entered that 
old corner room set apart as sacred 
to the editor without wondcrfully 
disturbing self-consciousness. And 
this includes the heads of depart- 
ments as well as the subordinates. 
Always there was maintained a staff 
of several editorial writers, but un- 
less called no one of these, so far 
as my knowledge goes, ever went 
to the mountain, the mountain 
sometimes, however, going to them 
in the adjoining room and some- 
times being in eruption.” 

But, Mr. Emerson points out, Col. 
Watterson was totally unconscious 
of the terror he Inspired. 

“Not infrequently,” says the writ- 
er, “Maree Henry would drop into 
the office in the afternoon when 
things were not so rushing and mix 
companionably with the staff. He 
would t one and all and ask in- 
terestedly after their personal wel- 
fare or the progress of their work. 
On one occasion Col. E. Polk John- 
son, one of his veteran ‘boys’ and 
then managing editor, had been 111 
and was much run down. 

How do you feel, Polk?’ queried 

Henry. 

All played out,’ was the senten- 
tious reply. 

„Well, Polk, when I feel that 
way I get away from the grind, take 
a run over to Europe or go spend a 
month in some seasonable resort. 
Better get away and rest up a bit.’ 

“And out he stalked in his ener- 
getic way. Col. Johnson remarked: 
That's just like Marse Henry. But 
how the devil am I to go to Eu- 
rope, or spend a month at some 
seasonable resort, in view of my sal- 
ary and my family? But he meant 
it, and if I suggested it he would

“Mr. Watterson, who did most of 


his writing at home, came to the 
office to have his proofs read to him 
about 11 o’clock at night. Mr. Wat- 
terson never made a slow motion in 
his life. He is dynamite in action, 
and every moment is explosive. He 
literally rushed from office to com- 
posing-room, from his room to the 
other room, head down, tread firm 
and aggressively audible. His mag- 
nifieent voice carried to every part 
of the floor, and he never spoke in 
confidential tones, never seemed to 
have any secrets to conceal. He 
| worked always in a rush, went al- 
‘ways in a rush, and was quick and 
imperious in his manifestations of 
interest in the work of the staff or 
individual members thereof. His 
presence the office simply sur- 
charged the atmosphere with elec- 
| trigity, and every member of the 
| force got an inatinctive feeling that 
the lightning waa liable to strike at 
any moment and that danger was 
most imminent in nearness to the 


dynamo. 
„But that was only the office at- 
mosphere. Outside the office, or 


outside office hours, Mr. Watterson 
was the most approachable and 
companionable of men, alike to the 
boys in the trenches of reporting 
and the men on the tripod of edi- 
torship. He made the approaches 
himeelf often, for even with this 
knowledge of his friendliness there 
was still in the minds of the men 
a hesitancy of even the seeming of 
fanilliarity. And it never quite wore 
off, even when the relationship be- 
came intimate and informal. 

“Mr. Watterson's writing was not 
an everyday affair. Always there 
were two or three editorial writers 
to attend to the filling in. But when 
the spirit moved Marse Henry it 
moved him powerfully. and the 
work he turned out was simply 
prodigious. At times for days he 
all but filled the page, when large 
things were in the doing. At other 


times he left the filling of the page 
to his for days. sometimes 


weeks.

Watterson has not been regarded by 
the public in general as a religious 
man. Quite the contrary. 1 recail 
having been taken to task by Mr. 
Haldeman (publisher of the 
Courier-Journal and Times) because 
writing as a free lance on the 
Louisville Times, I had, in youthful 
ardor and lack of caution, written 
rather bitingly of a local minister's 
ili-natured criticism and in defense 
of our Marse Henry. To my pro- 
testation that the attack deserved 
the counter-attack, Mr. Haldemar 
said with a twinkle in his eye: 

Henry didn't bother about ft, 
did he? Just leave that to Henry. 
He's pretty well able to take care 
of himself.“ 

“That mint julep tradition ia, to 
my mind, a myth pure and simple. 
It Marse Henry had been an im- 
biber of mint juleps my latter-day 
relations with him were of such a 
character that I would most cer- 
tainly have caught him at it some 
time. and I never did. My person- 
al conviction—and it is based on a 
pretty fair knowledge of the case— 
in that Marse Henry never in his 
life drank whisky, though there is 
no reason why he shouldn't ff he 


wished, as it was then contrary 
neither to law or in Ken- 
tucky. 


“Another traditional tale is that 
once joining a party of friends, he 
found a stranger treating. When 
introduced and asked if he ever in- 
4ulged he replied: ‘I sometimes 
Arink beer and champagne,’ where- 
upon the host almost -precipitately 
ordered beer. This story has sub- 
stance in that, as a matter of fact, 
Marse Henry's conviviality was con- 
fined to those two beverages. 

i A LOVER OF MUSIC. 

“He loved music and musicians, 
art and artists, literature and its 
makers. and he especially loved the 
stage and the stage people; and the 
man on the staff who worked most 
directly under the consciousness of 
Marse Henry's supervision was not 
the editorial] writer or the managing 
editor, but the dramatic critic. His 
friends among the stage people 
were legion, from Booth and Bar- 
rett, Joe Jefferson, Modijeska and 
Mary Anderson on down, and no 
| doubt away further back. He was 
patron to Mary Anderson's entrance 
upon the stage, and fostered help- 
fully her earlier efforts, following 
always with a fatherly pride her 
brilliant career. 

It was the same with opera and 
the operatic stars. A gathering of 
the play folks at Marse Henry's 
effice after the theater was not at all 
unusual. Nor was the gathering of 
the men of the companies at Me- 
Cauley’s Theater, second floor front. 
where, in my personal experience. 
many pleasant hours were passed 
and many competing hands were 
plaved to the eminent itisfaction of 
the holder of the best and the cor- 
responding defection of the company 
of competitors. 

“Strange as it mavy seem when 
one considers how much he traveled 
and how much of his time had to 
he spent away from his home and 
his home city, Mr. Wattergon has al- 
ways been a great home man. His 
home life claimed much of his at- 
tention when in his home city. It 
is not a matter he ever exploits, 
hut Mr. Watterson is an exceedingly 
accomplished musician. Tt has 
been sald of him that had he not 
been the createst editor in America 
he would have been the greatest 


Pianist. So there was much music 
at the Wattersons, and the children 
grew up in an atmosphere of closest 
familly comradahip 


with all the ac-

“Quite a number of years ago, Mr. 
Watterson, in a Christmas editorial, 
spoke of the duty of parents to 
make the season memorable to their 
‘children by intimate participation 
in their enjoyment of the day. Em- 
mett Logan, of The Times, com- 
mented on the editorial, and in the 
conversation Marse Henry said he 
not only gave the advice, but he 
took it himself. 

„ not only take an interest in 
the children's gifts and enthusiasm, 
but in their games and sports as 
well,” he added. ‘I play horse with 
the little fellows and any game 
they may have with the elder ones, 
and we have great times together.’ 
“The interviewer was always an 
‘abomination to Marse Henry, though 
he liked ever so well the interview- 
er. He designated it the device of 
the devil, and the abomination of the 
modern newspaper. The trouble he 
declared to be that the boys always 
‘carried away impressions rather 
than facta, and often with an inade- 
quate apprehension of the issues in- 
‘volved. in consequence they turned 
‘out a .mixture of impression and 
‘imagination, for which the inter- 
viewed had to be responsible, and 
through which he often had to suf- 


| fer. 
| “But he never interfered with 
the news workings of the office, and 
‘we interviewed just as the other 
‘papers did. He didn't mind the 
interview if taken at dictation and 
i printed without embellishment.”

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
PHOENIX, July 17.—A. F. Jones 
of the Arizona Corporation Commis- 
sion has just returned from the 
hearing in Los Angeles before Ex- 
aminer Marshall for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, where he 
lodged a vigorous protest against 
the proposed raise in icing rates all 
over the country, but particularly 
against what he regards as discrim- 
inatory rates against this State.

The intermountain States take the 
stand that they are entitled to 
freight rates based on mileage on 
ij the zone system, as in the Fast, and 
not to be charged the same rates as 
the coast, several hundred miles 
further.

FROM SCHOOLS. 


Loyalty Pledge Exacted of 
Teacher Applicants. 


As One Precaution Against 
Bolshevist Invasion. 


City Superintendent Adopts 
Plan Single Handed. 


Every possible do- 
ing taken by Dr. Albert Shiels 
Superintendent of City Schools, to 
make sure that the teachers of Los 
Angeles are all loyal Americans. 
Dr. Shiels says there is a wave of 
Bolshevism sweeping over the 
country and he wants no advocates 
of radicalism teaching in the pub- 
lic schools. 


One of the precautions taken re- 
cently by the superintendent is to 
have all applicants for positions on 
the teaching staff sign an affidavit 
in which they declare they are op- 
posed to radicalism and will do all 
they can to suppress it. 

The affidavit follows: 

“The undersigned, a candidate for 


appointment to a position in the 


teaching and supervisory staff of the 
Los Angeles city school system, here- 
by makes the following decilara 


tion: 

“I am a citizen of the United 
States. I favor the Constitution of 
the United States and method of 
democratic government provided by 
that Constitution. I am opposed to 
any changes in the Constitution or 
government of the United States, 
excepting as they may be made in 
strict accordance with the methods 
prescribed by law. 

“I am unqualifiedly opposed to 
any philosophy or school of thought 
which aims or tends to destroy the 
form of government of the United 
States as now established. I 11 
publicly and privately oppose 
person or group of persons 
may give expression to language 
that shows agreement or sympathy 
with any philosophy or school of 
thought which aims or tends to 
destroy the form of government of 
the United States as now  estab- 
lished. 

“My allegiance I give wholly to 
the flag of the United States, and 
to no other flag whatever.” 

The superintendent says the idea 
of. having all applicants sign the 
affidavit is original with him, and 
he is alone responsible for exact- 
ing it. “The schools are the prop- 
erty of the State,” the superin- 
tendent says, “and the employees 
should not be allowed to do anything 
that is contrary to the best inter- 
ests of the State. I am not opposed 
to changes, but I do insist that the 
teaching staff take no part in any 
changes except those brought about 
in a lawful manner. : 

“Teachers are working for the 
State and they should do nothing 
that will undermine the State. They 
are paid to uphold the State and 
should be compelled to do so.”

PHONE GIRLS IGNORE 
UNION STRIKE ORDER. 


AND BUT FEW LINEMEN LEAVE 
LONG BEACH JOBS WHEN 
AGITATORS SPEAK. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE) 

LONG BEACH, July 17.—Despite 
the efforts of walking delegates and 
an order issued by the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
for another strike, telephone service 
remained normal in this city today. 
The order issued to the thirty- 
Sight girls employed on the local 
Home exchange and twenty-five 
linemen working for the same con- 
cern, signed by W. H. Pierce, in- 
ternational organizer for the union, 
was almost completely ignored by 
the girls and the strike, order was 
regarded, even in union ranks, late 
this afternoon to have met flat fail- 
ure. 

One girl out of the thirty-eight 
left her post today, at the urgent 
solicitation of the paid union 
agftators. The others refused to 
heed the union order, stating they 
regarded their agreement with the 
company not to strike within a year 
something more than a scrap of a- 
per. Ot twenty-five linemen em- 
ployed by the Home Company here, 
it is estimated that ten left their 
jobs. 

The order to strike was issued to- 
day after a lengthy session of union 
officials at the Labor Temple on 
East Third street. It was scheduled 
to be a sympathy walkout in sup- 
port of the striking operators and 
linemen at San Bernardino. 

The girls, however, well satisfied 
with the recent settlement of the 
strike in this city, felt they had no 
grievance with the company, and 
having signed an agreement not to 
strike, but to arbitrate any disputes 
that might arise in their ranks dur- 
ing the next year, decided to stick 
to their posts. 

Because of their action in ignoring 
the strike order, they are no longer 
in good standing in the union, it is 
said.

Utility Board Minutes Reveal 
Some Caustic Repartee. 

Plan Way Out of Trouble at 
Family Conference Today. 


Harmony Note is Sounded by 
Commissioner Virsching. 


Yesterday's meeting of the Board 
of Public Utilities was a tense one, 
as there was general expectation 
that the ruction“ of the previous 
meeting, when Commissioner Lane 
demanded the resignation of Chief 


Engineer H. Z. Osborne, Jr., would 


be resumed. The- meeting came to 
a close, however, without any ex- 
citement. 
Immediately thereafter, however, 
President Wirsching and Commis- 
sioner Lane held a conference on 
matters of policy. Mr. Wirsching 
stated, after this conference, that 
he hopes today to have a further 
conference with Commissioner Lane, 


at which time he will outline a plan 
of procedure that he expects will 
meet with approval, and which he 
believes will bring harmony to the 
board and its employees. 

When Secretary Payne read the 
official minutes of the previous 
meeting, it was expected that the 
storm would break anew, but Com- 
missioner Lane moved that the 
minutes be approved. They con- 
tained the following official recital 
of the recent controversy: 

“Report of H. Z. Osborne, Jr., re 
action of Finance Committee, City 
Council, on department budget: 

“Report from Chief Engineer 
Osborne, under date of July 14, on 
this subject was read, and a copy 
thereof handed to Commissioner 
Lane and President Wirsching by 
the secretary. Commissioner Lane 
questioned the action of Mr. Osborne 
in giving his opinion as to necessity 
for retaining the positions of 
assistant chief engineer and motor- 
bus inspector of the department, in 
answer to questions of the Finance 
Committee for such opinion, and 
stating that he seriously objected to 
what he termed ‘Hun tactics’ on the 
part of Mr. Osborne in this matter; 
that his action was entirely incon- 
sistent with his original report to 
the board on the budget, and that 
his action before the committee waz 
contemptible and insubordinate, and 
that Mr. Osborne's resignation was 
in order with the. board. a 

Mr. Osborne replied that his 
action was not in the nature of any 
Hun policy, and that in this country 
every man has a right to his own 
opinion; that his opinion was asked 
for by and given to the legally con- 
stituted body of the city govern- 
ment, and that it was his absolute 
conviction that it was correct; that 
as to his opinion being inconsistent 
with his former report to the board, 
he made his report on orders to pro- 
vide for the position in question. 

“Commissioner Lane thereupon 
asked President Wirsching for an 
expression of his views as to Mr. 
Osborne's action in this matter, and 
President Wirsching replied that 
in his opinion the Finance Com- 
mittee is the superior of the Board 
of Public Utilities: that their orders 
must be obeved: that Mr. Osborne 
had taken the matter up with him 
and that he had no criticism to 
make of the matter; that if cutting 
down the force was deemed neces- 
sary, he agreed that it should be 
cut down. No action taken.” 


BEER’S DEATH KNELL 
IS SURELY SOUNDED. 


— 


CITY CLERK DENTES LICENSE TO 
EVERY DEALER, ON THE AD- 
VICE OF COUNSEL. 


The selling of 2.76 per cent. beer 
in Los Angeles, under the Gandier 
ordinance was abruptly brought to 
an end yestefday upon the initia- 
tive of City Attorney Burnell, who 
advised City Clerk Wilde that the 
issuing of city licenses would place 
the city in possible jeopardy of Fed- 
eral prosecution for aiding and abet- 
ting the sale of intoxicating liquor. 
City Clerk Wilde thereupon refused 
to issue city licenses to those who 
had been granted them under the 
Gandier law by the Police Commis- 
sion. 

Police Sergeant Slaughter, under 
instruction from the City Attorney, 
waited upon Baron Long and told 
him that he would be arrested if he 
continued to sell 2.75 per cent. beer. 
Mr. Long ordered the selling of beer 
in the Van Nuys cafe to cease. Mr. 
Long consulted his attorney, Pau! 
W. Schenck, who advised him that 
he believed that an appeal to the 
courts would show that the posi- 
tion of the City Attorney was not 
sound, and that the only person or 
municipal body who could say 
whether or not Ncenses under the 
Gandier law should be revoked was 
the Police Commission which issued 
them. Baron Long decided, how- 
ever, that the fight was not worth 
making. Other holders of Gandier 
law Ifcenses consulted Mr. Schenck 
looking toward making a test case. 

City Clerk Wilde yesterday _re- 
ceived from City Attorney Burnell 
a long statement as to the latter's 
opinion on the question of issuing 
licenses for persons, firme or cor- 
porations dealing in liquors, os au- 
thorized by,existing city ordinances. 
The gist of this advice may be 
summed up in the one word: Don't. 

The City Attorney, in concluston, 


says: 

“In this connection it may be well 
to point out that shouid the con- 
tention of the United States gov- 
ernment be upheld by the Supreme 
Court a city official who should have 
issued a license or permit to sell al- 
coholic liquors might very poasibly 
have thereby subjected himself to 
prosecution by Federal authorities 
for conspiracy to violate the terme 
of said statute. I make this sug- 
gestion as the result of a discussion 
of thie question with the United 
States Attorney, who has authorized 
me to quote him as to the above 
statement. 

“T therefore advise you that you 
should refuse to issue any licenses 
to persons, firme or corporations 
dealing in liquors, until such time 
as the President of the United States
